Only 256 Citizens 
Voted at Election 



TWO-THIEDS OF NARBERTH » S 
REGISTERED VOTERS FALL TO 
CAST BALLOTS ON TUESDAY. 
COMPLETE RETURNS ON THE 
BOROUGH VOTE. 



Less than one-third of the registered 
voters in Narberth went to the polls 
at the Fire House Tuesday and voted 
at the general election. In the borough 
there are 778 registered voters, and the 
total number of ballots cast at the 
election was 250. There were UKJ 
straight Republican tickets, 15 straight 
Democratic tickets, 2 straight Socialist 
tickets, 1 straight Prohibition ticket, 
and 46 split tickets. 

The Republican candidates for Sheriff, 
County Controller, Register of Wills, 
Recorder of Deeds, County Treasurer, 
County Commissioners, District Attor- 
ney, Clerk of Courts, Coroner, Direct- 
ors of the Poor and County Surveyor 
all carried Narberth by substantial 
majorities, the Republican candidates 
receiving an average vote of 214 against 
their Democratic rivals, who averaged 
about 29. 

Dr. Romanic C Hoffman, of Xar- 
berth, the Republican candidate for 
Coroner, received the largest vole of 
any of the candidates on the county 
ticket, polling 223 votes against bis 
Democratic rival, William Schall, who 
received only 27 votes. 

The Borough Contest, 

In the election for the several bor- 
ough offices William J. Henderson and 
A. P. Redifer, Republicans, were re- 
elected to Council, and Carl B. Metz- 
gar, Republican, was elected as a new 
member of Council. C. Howard Mc- 
Cartcr and Henry Rose, Republicans, 
were re-elected School Directors for full 
terms, and Walter Y. Shaw, Republi- 
can, was elected Director, to fill an 
unexpired term of two years. 

Howard C. Fritsch, Republican, was 
elected Justice of the Peace; Cardcn 
Warner, Republican, was elected As- 
sessor; Hervey C. Keim, Republican, 
was elected Auditor, and Fred Walzer, 
Republican, was elected Constable — all 
without opposition.

;o the top? 

We hope in the next issue of our 
;»aper to give details of the work ac- 
complished. There is no reason to doubt

tion will ]»e successful. Narberth is a 
i oimnunity abounding in young people; 
their welfare must be looked after, and 
the Association is the place and medi- 
um whereby that work can best be ac- 
complished.
